He said Whitney had been his guest at 
E.tah for aduyear, that the young sports- 

gibsisted on Peary’s supplies, 

their relations were as ‘‘be- 
tween two gentlemen” up to the minute 
‘he last saw him. 

Peary said he did not consider it con- 
ceivable that Whitney could have had 
any valuable instrurnents or documents 
of Dr. Cook’s. Whitney had not so ad- 
vised him, he said, but had only stated 
hat he had some of Cook's belongings, 
and asked permission ‘to put them 
aboard the Roosevelt. 

“This I refused to permit,” 
Peary, “for obvious reasons, 

“I knew what Cook was up to, and 
that he had been trying to take every 
advantage of my life’s work and sup- 
plies. Therefore I did not care to 
make the Roosevelt an express car- 
' Wier for Dr. Cook, 

“As for Whitney living a year on my 
supplies, he was perfectly welcome to 
them, and he should have considered 
himself my gucst during the year he 
was hunting fiom Etah.

MAN 1S KILLED 
BY AUTOMOBILE 


Machine Runs Over Pedestri- 
an’s Chest, Chauffeur De- 
nies Responsibility. 


KNOWN AT ST. JOHN'S 





Stranger’s Eyes Were Being 
Treated at Hospital Where 
He Died. 





An unidentified man, apparently a la- 
borer, 4 years old, was killed at Twen- 
ty-second and Locust streets Monday 
by an automobile belonging to Selwyn 


C. Edgar of 4379 Lindell boulevard. The 
only occupant of the automobile was 
Eirnst Deguelin of 4022 West Belle place, 
chauffeur for Mr. Edgar. 

After the stranger was knocked down 
and injured, Deguelin carried\him into 
St. John’s Hospital at Twenty-third and 
Locust streets, where he died on an 
operating table. 

There were no letters or marks on the 
dead man’s clothing by which he could 
be identified. The chauffeur was ar- 
rested, taken to the Manchester Ave- 
nue Police Station and locked up. 

Deguelim told the police he was driving 
west on Locust street at 12.miles an 
hour when the stranger attempted to 
cross in front of-.the automobile. He 
said it was the man’s own fault that he 
lust his life. 

The automobile is a big five-passenger 
touring car and after knocking the man 
uown the wheels passed over his chest. 
The physicians at the hospital said that 
ene of the victim’s ribs -was broken and 
penetrated the lung. 

At St. John’s Kespital it was said 
the man had been coming there for his 
meals for two or three weeks and for 
treatment for his eyes. He was near- 
sighted and it is thought he did not see 
the approaching automobile. He was 
considered a charity patient at the hos- 
pital,“and no record of his name and ad- 
Gress was made, He did some chores 
about the place to hetp pay for his 
meels and treatment. Hoek

Stepped From Behind Wagon, 

At the police station Veguelin saide to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“[ saw the man stundipg in the street, 
apparently watching me as I approach- 
cd. He had a bucket of coffee 4nd some 
bread in his hand. A laundry wagon 
drove by and he sicpped in behind that 
ana right in front of the automobile. - 

“The automobile kit him before I could 
stop it. I was not going more than 
1z rfilles an hour.” 

Two witnesses, Harry Clark of 2716 
Eads avenue and Cito Schumann of 2615 
Eads avenue, told the police the auto- 
mobile was running not more than/ 12 
miles an hovr. 

The dead man was fh feet 10 inches 
tall, weighed about 150 pounds, had 
brown hair and blus eyes. He wore blue 
rerge trousers and a black stiff hat.

Sunday when an 
automobile with no lights passed by. I! 
followed the automobile out Olive to 
Lindell, and between Spring avenue and 
Sarah street 2 ordered the driver to 
stop. 

“He put on. the speed and was soon 
going a mile a minute, I drew my re- 
volver and fired three shots at his tires. 

“At Newstead avenue and , Lindell 
boulevard I fired another shot at the 
tires. The automobile headed for For- 
est Park, and I *still pursued. 

“I reloaded my revolver, and in Forest 
Fark I fired three more — at the 
tires.”

‘We went to Etah and there he told 
me he had found the pole. He spent 
two days there, and then drifted on the 
ice southward’ and was compelled to 
n ake his winter quarters on North De- 
von Island, in Jones Sound. 

Named Land for Bradicy. 

“He showed me by charts and a map 
just where he had been, and told me in 
detail of his experiences, as well as of 
finding new land, which he named 
Bradiey Land. 

“When he left on a sledging trip for 
Upernavik, South Greenland, Dr. Cook 
intrusted me with his sextant, artificial] 
horizon finder and the flag he flew over 
the pole, as 1 told him a.ship eertainly 
would come after me. 

“He also requested me to tell Mr. 
Peary that he had passed his previous 
mark, but not to say he had found the 
poe. This I did, and did not inform 
Mr. Peary or anyone else on the Roose- 
velt what Dr. Cook had told me about 
the success he had obtained, and, fear- 
ing no ship weuld come for me, I de- 
cided to return with Mr. Peary. 

“I packed the sextant and other in- 
struments belonging to Dr. Cook, and 
the flag which he rrized so highly, in 
my trunk. Mr. Peary then told me in 
a very emphatic way that I could not 
take anything on board his ship belong- 
ing to Dr. Cook. and said he would say 
nothing more about it, but would trust 
to my word of honor not to take any- 
thing. . 

Left in Rocks at Etah. 

“I was forced to unpack my. trunk 
and pack the instruments, fiag and 
boxes, of whict I did not know the 
contents, in other boxes, and leave them 
all in the rocks at Etah, where they 
now are. 

“No one on the ship saw Dr. Cook’s

Dr. Cook was very 
fond of the Eskimos and told me re- 
peatedly that he could never do enough 
for them and that they had saved 
his life more than once. They were 
with me on a long musk ox hunt, and I 
know they were strong, steady young 
men, 

Maps Were Beyond Them. 

“After they had been questioned by 
Mr. Peary they told me in their lan- 
guage that they did not understand the 
maps they had be@én shown. Dr. Cook 
told me that he had instructed the boys, 
whom he knew would be questioned on 
board the Roosevelt, not to tell where 
they had been and to say they did not 
know. Whether they did that or not I 
have no way of knowing. 

“JT count both Commander Peary and 
Dr. Cook among my friends, and the 
former has shown me many favors and 
has been very kind to me on more than 
one occasion., I have no doubt that Dr. 
Cook found the pole and suffered the 
hardships he says he did during the 
long time he was away from his base 
of supplies.

From Germany. 


ROBBERY MOTIVE SEEN 


Ship’s Log Shows Valuables 
Were Missing After Passen- 
ger Disappeared. 


The $3000 savings of J. Henry Kistner, 
formerly a Belleville saddler, his family 
believes, led to Kistner being murdered 
on board an ocean steamer and his body 
being thrown fo the sea. This ¢pinion 
is expressed in a Jetter from Adam Kist- 
ner, a brother, who is a school teacher 


near Berlin. The letter was written to 
George A. Sahlender, a Belleville har- 
ness manufacturer, J. Henry Kistner’s 
former emp®yer. 

Henry Kistner was 43 years old. Ht 
had lived in this country about thirty 
years and abeut to: years in Belleville. 
He never married and was known as 
frugal. He accumulated $3000 and went 
to Germany last April to live comfort- 
ably in his native land on the income 
from his savings. 

A few weeks later, however, Sahlen- 
der received a letter from him saying 
that he did not like Germany and that 
was planning to return to the United 
States at once and settle in Colorado. 
Sahlender heard n> more from him and 
wrote to Adam Kistner, asking if he 
knew what had become of Henry. 

Adam replied that on July 15 he had 
received a copy of the log of the F'red- 
erick der Grosse, the boat on whi¢h 
Henry started to America, saying that 


_ Henry had disappeared about twenty- 


four hours before the boat came into 
port at New York. 

Kistner’s baggage and some papers 
that had belonged to him were being 
held, the letter accompanying the ex- 
tract from the log stated, but there was 
ro money in the missing man’s effects. 

Acam Kistner said that there was no 
evidence to bear directly on such a 
theory, but that he had reached the 
conclusion that his brother was robbed; 
killed and thrown into the ocean. 

When Kis‘ner left Belleville last 
spring he had about $350 in cash in a 
chamois bag held by a string round his 
neck. The remainder of his savings 
rad been sent from time to time to a 
German bank.

Aero Club Seeks to Avoid Dis- 
appointing Crowds if Wind 
Is Unfavorable.

Guided by the experience of the mana- 
gers of the aeroplane contests at 
Rheims, the officials of the Aero Club 
of St. Louls are making elaborate 
preparations to save the thousands who 
will journey to Forest, Park during Cen- 
tennial week to see the aeroplane 


flights, from possible disappointment. 

Although wonderful flights were seen 
at Rheims, the hundreds of thousands 
spectators were frequently disappointed 
because, on-several days, they. were 
forced to wait as long as six hours for 
the flights to begin. 

The fact that the aeroplanists could 
not attempt a flight before the wind 
died down without increasing their 
risk many times did not appeal to the 
waiting crowds. 

Plan System of Signals. 

For this reasun the Aero Club of- 
ficials have worked out an elaborate 
system of signals by which the crowds 
down town will be kept informed of the 
weather conditions at Forest Park and 
the chances for the beginning of the 
flights. In this way it/is hoped that 
the crowds will not begin to assemble 
at the grounds until a short time before 
ready to make 
their trials, 

When the weathcr conditions make a 
flight possible, this fact will be imme- 
diately telephoned from the aeroplane 
grounds to all the newspapers in town, 
which will then display the bulletin on 
their scorsboards. It will also be tele- 
phoned to stations along the Olive, La- 


iclede, Washington, Broadway and other 


street car lines, and signs stating at 
what hour the flights will begin will be 
displayed. 

At the grounds, signals at the top of 
a rast will show the weather conditions 


tin their relation t» a flight, The mean- 


ins of these signals will be explained at 

the end of this week, when all of the 

details will have been worked out. 
Flights Depend on Weather. 

“The publit must remember,” said A. 
B. Lambert to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday, ‘that aeroplane flights depend 
entirely upon the weather, Unless they 
understand this, they will be disappoint- 
ed, no matter how successful the flights 
are. 

“Curtiss and the operator of the Far-

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GRADE CROSSING QUESTIONS. 

Included in the first chapter of the complete 
plan for abolishing grade crossings is a viaduct 
at Ewing avenue. The Compton avenue crossing 
is covered in an independent ordinance now 
pending. But the two must be considered to- 
gether because they are physically related. 

Chairman Gerhart of the Crossing Committee 
of the Real Estate Exchange has objected to the 
Board of Public Improvements Compton avenue 
ordinance because it makes no provision for low- 
ering the railroad tracks under the proposed via- 
duct on that street. It does provide for raising 
the grade of Chouteau avenue at the south end 
of the viaduct. This change of grade would be 
at the expense of the city both for work and 
damages. The cost of raising the grade on 
Chouteau avenue could be avoided and with it 
would go the necessity for making a 5 per cent 
grade on the south approach of the Ewing ave- 
nue viaduct if provision were made in the Comp- 
ton ordinance for lowering the tracks and in 
the general] ordinance for a corresponding lower- 
ing of the tracks at Ewing avenue. 

Track depression at the two streets, instead of 
at one only, would eliminate two undesirable 
features—the 5 per cent grade on the Ewing 
avenue viaduct, which is too steep, and the 
raising of the grade of Chouteau avenue, which 
is too expensive. That the 5 per cent grade is 
too much the Board admits by saying in explana- 
tion that “in our opinion Ewing avenue will never 
be used as a through thoroughfare” and to make 
it that is the exact reason the viaduct is to be 
built. 

Despite the City Counselor’s opinion that the 
building of a viaduct is’ not a vacation of a 
street some doubt on the subject remains. If 
the City Counselor should be wrong the rail- 
roads would have a great advantage at Compton 
avenue. It is important only as it marks the 
necessity for extreme care in drawing the or- 
dinances. A clause safeguarding the city could 
be easily inserted in the Compton avenue or- 
dinance to cover this point. In no case should 
a doubt be left; nothing should be taken for 
granted and nothing left for future determina- 
tion or agreement. Nor should the question of 
damages to abutting property be left open. That 
should be safeguarded. 


Now that it is known that before Cook started 
for it, Peary had proved he didn’t reach it, judg- 
ment may be entered and the petition for a new 
trial denfed. 








“TREAT THEM LIKE MEN.” 

If the Police Board can stop “nagging,” the 
city may have room to spare in both jail and 
workhouse. The order from the Board that 
nagging must stop is already issued. It is of- 
ficial. It is logical. All that it lacks now is 
comprehensiveness. It should be made to take 
in everything and apply.to everybody. 

As applied to a single sergeant, he was ordered 
tn treat the men under him respectfully. He was 
told that there has been too much bullying and 
that good work cannot be got out of men by 
nagging them. That is true. It is a great truth. 
There is no greater on record, except one. That

not do it soon. It is not very likely that we 
will. But the Police Board has found the way 


to do it, at any rate.

MOLLYCODDLE WORKMEN. 

Some of the male wage-earners are still com- 
plaining that women are taking men’s places in 
the industries. Since the so-called invasion of 
the industries by women, invention and discovery 
have enormously increased the opportunities for 
paying work that can best be done by men. 
Among such opportunities are the new fields and 
methods in the mining industry; the construc- 
tion and management ‘of wonderful new elec- 
trical appliances; the manufacture and improve- 
ment of automobiles; the extension of steam 
railways and the entire creation of the electrical 
railway industry; new methods of iron and steel 
working; construction and improvement of talk- 
ing and writing and adding machines; new de- 
partments of Government service, such as for- 
egtry, agricultural experiment stations, geodetic 
surveys, entomology, etc. And now the flying 
machine industry will give employment to many 
thousands of men, both in construction and as 
aviators. 

The men who are complaining are principally 
those who learned mere clerical work, stenog- 
raphy, or “clerking’”’ in stores. Little is heard 
about women ousting men from such industries as 
cotton weaving, because it is recognized that 


.} women are entitled to do, in the factory, those 


things they formerly did in the home. But it 
is not understood that the invention of the type- 
writer and the tremendous impetus given by the 
telegraph and telephone to modern business have 
made employment for thousands of persons who 
would not have been needed in business but for 
this stimulus. And the new kind of work cre- 
ated by these conditions is really woman’s work. 
It is too simple and easy for a strong, ambitious 
man. |

William Stuart Accuses Wom- 
an of Being a Love 
Pirate. 





WIFE WINS A DIVORCE 





She Charges Husband With 
Professional Jealousy and 
Cruelty.

MARION, Ind., Sept. 27.—Mrs. William 


Stuart, known on the stage as Anna 
Holtinger, got a divorce here Saturday. 
She charged her husband, William 
Stuart, an actor living in New York, 
with cruelty and “professional jealousy.”’ 
Stuart denied his wife’s right to apply 


for divorce here, alleging that she is 
rot a resident of Marion. Stuart did 


j not defend the suit, but, as the law here 


Girects under such circumstances, was 
represented by the District Attorney. 

Stuart has- brought suit in New York 
for $50,000 against Mrs. Ethel Murtha 
Clarey, a handsome widow of 36, ‘who 
tived at 206 West 106th street, New 
York. 

Stuart alleges that Mrs. Clarey, dur- 
ing their. acquaintance of three years, 
tas alienated his wife’s affections from 
him. He charges in his suit that Mrs. 
Clarey ‘‘so destroyed her (Mrs. Stuart’s) 
sense of right and wrong that she came 
under the. wrongful, malicious and 
wicked influence and advice’’ of Mrs. 
Wlarey... 

Tells of Husband's Jealousy. 

The papers in Stuart’s ,suit were 
served on Mrs. Clarey on the steamer 
Minnetonka in New York Harbor last 
March just as she and Mrs. Stuart were 
about to sail for Europe. 

Mrs. Clarey, a large, athletic woman, 

testified in the divorce suit here that 
she had heard Stuart curse his wife and 
had seen him roughiy push her away 
from him. Mrs. Clarey said, too, that 
she had dined with Mr. and Mrs. Stuart 
and other company and that Stuart, so 
far from being polite to his wife, would 
not even look at her. Mrs. Clarey added 
that whenever Mrs. Stuart got a the- 
wtrical engagement he appeared jealous 
und morose. 
Mrs. Stuart, a pretty little woman with 
light brown hair, testified that she was 
m.arried at Kokomo, Ind., in August, 
i903, when she anc! her husband were 
members of the same theatrical com- 
pany. She said she has not seen her 
husband since he left their home in New 
York, on Feb. 27, She swore that Mr. 
Stuart has often drank to such excess 
tnat he became unconscious and it was 
necessary to call a physician. 


Called Clothing Actors’ Names. 

She said Stuart got in such a tipsy 
condition that she has seen him call a 
coat by the name of an actor, call a 
pair of trousers by the name of another 
actor, and then stick pins in the gar- 
ments, so torturing by proxy the actors 
whom he disliked. , 

“He treated me cruelly,” testified 
Mrs. Stuart. ‘‘He was sarcastic in the 
different stages of his irtoxication, and 
would swear and curse me. Once he 
called me such vil3 names on a sleeping 
car that a man wanted to throw him off 
the train. He created such a commotion 
that all the passengers were looking out 
oi their berths. The conductor took 
Mr. Stuart into a smoking compartment 
and told him to behave himself or he 
would put him off the train.”
